Our Klondike correspondents g ive 
an interesting account of a visit to one 
of the marvelous g laciers of Alaska, 
and as the mysteries of the “ ice moun­ 
tains’* are easily explained by those 
who have made a study of them, T h e 


T e l e g r ap h readers may read a few 
facts on this subject with interest. Mr. 
Picking says: 
“ Great 
rocks 
seem 
to 
emerg e 
rig ht from the g reat bed 
of 
ice. 
But what is still more strang e in some 
of the banks of ice, layers of ice and 
g ravel and slate alternate. 
The hori­ 
zontal layers of g ravel and slate are 
from one to 
th ree feet in thickness. 
How it ever g ot there is a mystery to 
m o—everything shows a rubbed and 
g round or pulverized character. 
W e 
could stand on the g lacier proper and 
looking ag ainst the mountains to the 
southwest, could see g re at ridg es of ice 
between the ledg es of rocks th a t hang 
almost perpendicular. How such bodies 
of ice could form in such a place can 
certainly not be explained very easily.’’ 
The g la ier is the outlet of snows 
which have accumulated for centuries 
—yes many thousands of years -w here 
the temperature does not rise to 
the 
melting deg ree, in the hig h mountains. 
The snows in the elevated « g org es of 
the mountains are ever accumulating , 
falling storm after storm, and • the un­ 
der layers become pure ice simply by 
pressure. 
Our correspondent wonders 
whore “ the water comes from’' th a t 
formed this ice, but if he would stop 
and remember th a t he could, when a 
boy. make an ice ball out of snow, the 
mystery would bo solved. 
Our corres­ 
pondent says th a t the ice which forms 
the g lacier is as stationary as the rocks 
of the mountain, but he will find by 
many days or weeks careful observa­ 
tion that the vast mountain of ice 
is g radually moving down the val­ 
ley. 
Such 
is 
the 
characteristic 
of 
all 
g laciers, 
and 
th a t 
ac­ 
counts for the fact, which our corre­ 
spondent considered so strang e, th at 
the ice is filled with layers of g ravel, 
rock and slate, 
“g round 
up .” The 
moving vast body of ice carries this 
rock and g ravel in its slow onward 
march down the mountain valley; and 
as the vast wall of ice moves irresist- 
ably and to the eye imperceptibly down 
the mountain g org e it scrapes the rock, 
g ravel or whatever impedes its course 
from the mountain side. 
Then comes 
m oth e r fall of snow and ag ain there 
will form another layer of g ravel and 
Hate. 
The “ g reet roc i s ” t h a t “seem 
to emerg e rig h t from the bed of ice” 
were carried perhaps miles down the 
g org e from their orig inal resting place. 
Those “ ridg es of ice between ledg es of 
rock” hig h above the g lacier proper 
wore 
probably formed hundreds of 
years before, when the snow fall was 
g re ater and less fall of tem perature in 
summer. 
On the western coast of Greenland 
the entire continent is erovered with 
vast fields of ice, the entire surface of 
which, hundreds of feet in thickness is 
slowly moving into the bay, where 
masses are constantly being detached 
by th e waves and then tloat awa.v to 
the ocean as iceberg s. 
In the Hyma- 
laya Mountains there is a g lacier, 
which presents a vertical 
heig ht of 
fourteen thousand feet, and this vast 
mountain of iee is slowly moving down 
the g org e. 
The boulders, 
rounded, 
and some­ 
times polished, loose rock found upon 
our prairies, are supposed 
by g eoio- 
g ists to have been carried here by 
iee during what is known as the ice 
ag e of the earth, millions of years 
since. 
Out in Palm yra not long since, 
we saw by the roadside,as we were com­ 
ing to Dixon, a rock th at had the well 
defined marks of having been attached 
to or passed over by a vast body of ice: 
being scratched in deep lines th at were 
evidently the result of g lacial action.

A good many of the important events 
of this life are governed b y little thiugs. 
Many 
fortunes have resulted from 
trifles. 
On the other hand, thousands 
have b een lost. 
Not many days ago a furniture van 
b roke down on one of the lines of an 
important tramway system. 
Within 
live minutes 35 trains were drawn up, 
waiting till the line was cleared. 
Lift­ 
ing jacks were procured, and in three- 
quarters of an hour the ob struction was 
removed, yet that slight delay cost the 
tramway company over £ 70. 
It had 
disorganized the whole system. 
The 
trams failed to put in an appearance at 
the usual stopping places at the appoint­ 
ed times, and throughout the length of 
the lines waiting passengers traveled to 
their destinations b y other conveyances. 
Tb ero is perhaps no such costly trifle 
as an engineering hitch. Not long since 
a well known firm delivered a torpedo 
destroyer to the naval authorities. Hb e 
was in every respect a perfect b oat, the 
result of masterly designing and splen­ 
did workmanship, yet at the very outset 
of her steam trials she met with a mis­ 
hap which necessitated her return to 
the contractors for repair. 
This hitch 
cost the firm £ 6 00 and was found to 
have b een b rought ab out b y a careless 
workman 
thoughtlessly 
omitting to 
screw a steam cock tightly and fit it 
with a washer. 
Another curious instance resulted in 
a clear loss of £ 250,000 to the unhappy 
victim. 
He was the holder of a large 
quantity of South African stock, b ought 
at a low price during a slump. On sud­ 
denly receiving the tip that it was like 
ly to b oom immediately, ho settled a 
limit at which to sell, and when the 
price had reached this figure wired his 
b roker to sell out immediately. 
He left 
his oflice with jaunty step. He had net­ 
ted a fortune in one coup. A few hour- 
later the stock fell just as suddenly a> 
it had risen, and to a figure consider 
ab ly b elow that he had originally paid 
for it. 
Judge, then, of his dismay when 
his stockb rokers’ clerk drove 
to his 
house and asked for a confirmation of a 
telegram they had just had,, which ap 
peared to have b een delayed in Iran- 
mission. 
It was b is message authoriz­ 
ing them to sell, and as the stock xvu * 
at such ¡4 low figure they were anxious 
to consult him b efore nun ing in the 
matter. 
The unfortunate investor was 
dumfoundod at the lob t opportunity, 
which on inquiry proved to have result 
ed from an accident to the telegraph 
b uy. 
He b ad b een kuocke 1 down and 
stunned b y a cab an S convex ed toa hos 
pital. 
His message had b een sent out 
again as soon as possib le, b ut the dr 
lay, slight as it was, had lust one man 
a b ug« 1 fortune. 
The man xvlio suffers mostly b y tri­ 
fling hitches is the inventor. 
Innumer­ 
ab le fortunes have b een lost b y five 
minute delays in getting out protections 
during which times others have stepped 
in with similar ideas aim annexed the 
reward of tin ir promptness. 
A curious 
and somewhat pathetic instance in con­ 
nection with an invention happened to 
au engineer who lmd spent some years 
in perfecting a hydraulic railw ay b rake. 
The idea xvas in every way perb er. and 
m conjunction w ith In'*« son he had con­ 
structed models and partially drawn up 
patent specilieations.

CURL ING IN AMERICA. 


I Seoteb Gam** 2>» lon« *y Cultivated b y 
.Scotchmen. 
The {. sine of curling has secured a 
firm place among rhe winter sports iri 
all parts of the country where there is 
h< avy ice and where there are Scotch­ 
men to teach the game to their Ameri­ 
can neighb ors. There are ab out 50 curl- 
iug club s in the United Mates, and the 
Grand NationaFCurling club of Amer­ 
ica has a memb ership of many hundreds 
in all parts of the north and northwest, 
b ut -till the game is spoken of as “ Scot­ 
land’s ain game.” 
The game is always played on ice 
cov ered lakes or rivers, except in E ng­ 
land, where it is frequently played un ­ 
der glass 
roofs b y men whose white 
waistcoats, straw huts, floral decora­ 
tions and general lack of ¡Scotch style 
cause the real curlers to regard them 
xv itli scorn. 
The curlers xvho are memb ers of the 
New York club s have their contests on 
Van Cortlaudt lake, and there is prob a­ 
b ly no class of sportsmen who go ab out 
a game so seriously as they. 
The ob ject of the game» is to plant the 
curling stone, which has a teakettle 
shape and weighs from 82 to 44 pounds, 
near the “ tee, ” or center of a circle at a 
distance of 40 yards, and to guard it 
there. 
Next to the stone the b room plays the 
most important part in the game of 
curling, b ecause in 
the hands of 
a 
sweeper who is anxious to see the stone 
advance to the circle where it xvill 
count it is wielded dexterously, so that 
every particle of snow or ice may b e 
removed from the stone’s course. 
The 
“ skips,” or captains, of the opposing 
sides have charge of the sweeping de­ 
partments, and the sweepers have the 
right to use their b rooms after the stone 
has got b eyond tlie lino which marks 
the middle of the rink. 
The sweeping 
is always to a side or across the rink 
and not forward or b ackward, where 
the sweepings might ob struct the pas­ 
sage of a running stone. 
Match games, called a b on spiel, are 
played b y opposing teams of four each, 
and when it is at home curling is essen 
tially democratic. It has b een said that 
the lord of the manor, the clergyman 
and the village b lacksmith may b e wen 
on the same rink with the smith as 
“ skip” shouting to the clergyman to 
“ soup, soop!” xv 11* n he thinks a “ soop, ’ 
nr sweep, n front of the moving stone 
xv ill help !i along. 
The enthusiastic curler secs and b ear- 
nothing b ut the speeding stones and the 
applause, the shouts of “ Weal curb ’d, 
uiou!” and the b oyish shouts which rise 
on the wintry uir shoxv that a youthful 
spirit mav live in a mature b ody, par 
ticularly if it b e that of a Scotch curler

usually determined largely b y rhe differ 
euce in the social style of living.

greater the variety of the things con 
siiiued and comforts enjoyed b y tin« U 
b orers the higher is their standard« 
j living and the greater their exp ns« 
oi 
cost of living. 
Now, it is universal!} 
m ail countries and localities that 
oportiou as this standard of living 
mai expense of the lab orer’s l'ami i> 
among unv class of lab orers, wage.- 
hence they are always high« * t in 
cities and loxvest in remote coun­ 
try diMnets. 
It may b e laid down, then, as a gen­ 
eral principle that xvages for similar la­ 
b or in any given market are governed 
b y the local standard of living of the 
lab orers. Consequently all efforts to im 
prove the condition of the lab oring 
class, to b e efficacious, must b e directed 
toward increasing the influences which 
raise the standard of living among the 
lab oring class. 
In no other way can a 
permanent increase of xvages b e secured, 
and it may b e added that no scheme i'oi 
social reform which does not tend to 
promote t his end can b e of any real b en

“ Can you tell me the true time? ”

or standard time? ” 
There are all these 
six kinds of time, not to speak of others 
It is only within the last two genera 
lions— w ithin, indeed, tho reign of our 
sovereign, Queen Victoria— that the sub­ 
ject of the differences of most of these 
kinds of tim e has become of pressing 
importance to any but theorists. In one 
of the public gardens of Paris a little 
cannon is set up with a burning glass 
attached to it in such a manner that tho 
sun itself fires the cannon as it reaches 
tho meridian. 
This, of course, is the 
time of Paris noon— apparent noon, but 
it would be exceedingly imprudent of 
any traveler through Paris w ho wished, 
say, to catch the 1 o’clock express to 
set his watch by the gun, for if it hap­ 
pened to be in February he would find 
when he reached the railway station 
that the station clock w-as faster than 
the gun by nearly a full quarter of an 
hour and that his train had gone, while 
toward the end of October or the begin­ 
ning of November he would find himself 
as much too soon.
